Some- 
tiling within me made me do it. I 
was not myself." 


These words he repeated 
over and 


over again ns he lay on n cot in his 
eel!, t-he tears flowing fast, and soba 
choking his utterances. In his feign- 
ing insanity he had called 
himself 


General A. F. 
W. Bra.ndenburff, of 


the. United States army, and 
sifrned 


th-,Tt 
to a message to 'his attorney 


this monnin.sr, nsklncr 
m'm ^° inter- 


cede immediately with t-he governor. 
Tho sheriff <Wd -not forward the mes- 
sage. Afto.r a- fime Ouestrow rcjraln- 
od his composure and talked with nil 
his visitors, and even smiled. Small 
dose's of whisky >were s'iven him -from 
time to time to keep 'his courage up. 
According- to .his wish he wiil not be 
rlsitod by any .spiritual advisors.

this fortune. He hnd a brilia-nt col- 
lege career and soon after h-'rs father's 
death married Miss Albertina. l.cisse.

KILLED HIS CHILD. 


Almost immediately the 2-year-old 


hoy toddled up to his father and be- 
gan to kiss him. This aroused the 
parent to a frenzy, and picking up the 
child, Duestrow 
quickly 
fired two 


shots into its body, 
nnd Hinging it 


down beside the mother, fired another 
shot into his 
wife's brain and I'.ed 


from the liouse. He ran to the near- 
est police station, where he gave him- 
self up. 
( 


'•It was an accident, an accident, I 


tell yon:" he exclaimed. "1 am no 
murderer. I did not kill her." These 
words helped to condemn him when 
he pleaded insanity later in defense 
oi his crime. 


The legal fight to save the life of 


thi: -millionaire murderer has 
been 


kept, up from the coroner's inquest. 
A change of venue was granted to an- 
other county, and the best legal tal- 
ent secured. 
Ex-Governor Charles P. 


Johnson, of whom it is said that had 
he defended 
Satan, John 
Milton's 


"Paradise Lost" would never have 
been written, way senior counsel, and 
received 830,000 for 
his tec. Other 


millionaires have committed murder 
in this country, but not one of them 
wcs ever hanged, Duestrow being the 
first to be executed. 


During his life iu prison Duestrow 


hns lived in luxury, at one time hav- 
ing a negro murderer as his valet. He 
paid the latter good wages and di- 
vided with him the meals furnished 
from a hotel, lie has been an ex- 
cessive cigarette 
smoker, 
using as 


many us forty a day. His fortune hns 
been spent, in his defense, large sums 
having been paid to experts who tes- 
tified to his insanity.

KANSAS .- CITY, . Feb. 13.—General 


-Joseph Orvill Shelby died at his coun- 
try home eight jnHe.s from Adrian, 
".Mo., at 4 this morning "The end came 
pu.iceftilly. The patient- had been fin- 
conscious since Monday morning. He 
Vas tnkeu- seriously, ill with pneu- 
monia ten days . ago and. gradually 
grew worse. His wonderful-vitality, 
however, enabled him to survive sev- 
eral days longer than the physicians 
considered possible. 


General Shelby was .born in Lexing- 


ton,.Ky., in 1S31. He emigrated 
to 


Missouri with his parents when he

The people of the State of Wisconsin

so urgent that it is not Impossible some 
of the corporations may be brought to 
time by this legislature, notwithstand- 
ing the lobby. While the "enemies" o* 
the railroads would aeem to be !ew and 
impotent from the collapse of the lirst 
assault to abolish ths free pass, it wns 
significant that so good a man as Jcnes 
of Iowa county stood by Hall, the re- 
former, who used to stand alone.

corporations next In order—sleeping car, 
telegraph, telephone and express com- 
panies—are confessedly escaping pret- 
ty lightly. For Instance, the sleeping 
cars paid 'Wisconsin a trifle over $000 
last year, and yet the citizen pays ?2 
for one night's use of one of the thirty- 
two compartments in a single car. Of 
course, It Is ridiculous. It Is said the 
state oC Indiana has $30,000 from this 
source alone. So, too. telegraph com- 
panies, which state officials think ought 
to turn into the state treasury some- 
thing like fiO.OOO or 550.000 a. year, es- 
cape with a small fraction

amount. There arc a number of bills 
already Introduced and although the 
campaign Is started somewhat tardily, 
new sources of revenue will probably 
tie struck In these corporations, for the 
Republican managers will dread to irr.- 
pose a Bt;ite tax on the people.

ANOTHER SUKE'CURE. 


PROFESSORMARAGUANO'SCLAIM FOR 


HISTU3ERCULOSISSERUM, 


Sayft It-Id an Unfailing Remedy For Con- 


aumptlur, If AdminiKtercd In 'the Early 
StHijen of tho Dlseano—Experjmentu B*j- 
iPE Slado In St. Luke's Hospital. 


The unusual interest. taken .by physi- 


aians and' the public ,iu tho 'treatment ol! 
pulmonary tuberculosis, or consumption, 
as it is commonly called, will be increased 
by the news that serum has been discov- 
ered wjiich, it is declared, will prove an 
absolute cure for.tho disease in its early 
stages and will greatly benefit patients'and 
arrest the progress of the disease in its ad- 
vanced forms. The aei'iim is tho discovery 
of Professor Mar.-igliano of-Genoa, Italy. 
A small quantity was brour;ht to this 
country, aud the physicians of St. Luke's 
hospital begun ejperiments.with it a week 
ago. 
. '. 


The scrum Is obtained from the blood 


of horses which have bccoJnoculatcd with 
the tuberculosis germ, in small quantities 
and continued under this treatment for 
several mouths. Its effect.is to produce in 
the blood of the horse some qnality of re- 
sistance to tho disease which when intro- 
duced into the human system strengthens 
the rcsiting power. The scrum theory is 
•therefore exactly opposite to the theory of 
vaccination, which introduces the germs 
of the disc.iRe itself into the system, and 
by producing the disease in a mild form 
renders the body impervious to its further 
attacks. 


Only a small quantity of the serum has 


reached this'country, about 200 cubic cen- 
timeters in (ill. Purr of this quantity was 
imported for St.. Lnko's hospital, but tha 
greater'part was presented to the hospital 
by G. W. Wuppcrman, Professor MaraRli- 
auo's ascn'j. The serum as ad presentioan- 
ufactui-ed is expensive, each centimeter bo- 
Ing worth about 520. 


On account of the small quantity of the 


serum available!, only two patients have 
been selected for the 'experiment at St. 
Luke's, and assurances have been obtained 
from them that they will remain In the 
hospital IOIIK enough to give the remedy a 
fair test. The cinim is not made for tho 
sorura that it act.-; quickly. Constant treat- 
ment Cor at lease two or throe months is re- 
quired to produce any definite results, and 
it should bu continued for a year to effect 
a compk-te cure. 


Professor Marapliaco is modest in his 


cto nns for his remedy. He does not expect 
to effect u euro except in the early stages of 
the disease. When is has advanced far 
enouph to prince lesions of tlio tissues, or 
cavities, he does uoc believe that a cure can 
bo effected. He thinks, Jiowcvcr, that the 
progress of the disease can bo arrested. 


The ri-ason for this is that the serum is 


fatal to only one frerm, the tubercle bacil- 
lus, which "alone is present In the early 
stains of phr-hisk, but in the more ad- 
vanced sragcs several other bacilli which 
are classed under the general nameof pyo- 
geaic, or pus pvociucin?gertns, arc present, 
on which the aDticnbercular. serum has no 
effect. The removal of thc.tubcrcle bacilli, 
however, Is distinctly beneficial and leaves 
the p;i'ii':it with more eiier^- to resist the 
ravapros of those1 thnt arc1 left, it is urged. 


Thi; serum is administered hypodcrmical- 


lyin closes of one- cubic centimeter daily. 
in St. Luko's the injection is made in the 
tissues of the back. This is the part of the 
body recommended by Professor Marap- 
lianobocnuse of the thickness of the tissues 
there tind f,hoi]- freedom froiri sro'all blood 
vessels, which mijrht be pierced by the 
hypodermic syrij!ce. 


W'Jiilo it is too early yet to observe any 


decided bt-.u-fit, the experiments have pouo 
far enough To OcmonslraLii thut no ill ef- 
fects follovr the application of the remedy, 
the physicians say. There Is no feverish 
reaction rind no local irritation or iriflam- 
nmtlon a* occurs in the administration oC 
some other remedies of a similar nature. 


The hospital authorities do not consider 


(.hat the two pntionts under treatment will 
afford a satisfactory test, us many patients 
have improved under the old trc-atrnenc 
with c-rcosose and many even under the 
improved conditions of food and hygiene 
accompanying hospir.nl treatment, without 
the uicl ol''di-iiirs or medicine-;. 
If the pa- 


tiutits under treatment show any marked 
improvement, t., Surge quantity of tha 
serum will be imported aud experiments 
will be made on a ncale sufficiently exten- 
sive to enable definite deductions to be 
made as to its eflicacy.

AT PAEIS IF 1900, 


Iho United States Should Hnvo a Good 


Representation at the Exposition. 


It appears that tha secretary of state has 


sent several commnnicarions to congress, 
both formal and informal, requesting an 
appropriation of SlSfiO.OOO as the first in- 
stallment ro pay the expense of the proper 
reprcscncation of tho United States at the 
Paris exposiition of 1300, che authority'.for 
theappointmcntof.acomniissloncrKcneral 
and staff of assismnts, bus no action ha; 
been taken. It is probable that the sundry 
civil appropriation bill will contain the 
necessary provisions. 
It- will not go into 


effect until after President JIcKinley's in- 
auguration nnd will therefore not inter- 
fere with the aspirations of Republican 
candidates fur the appointment. 


Nearly all of the great nations of the 


earth have already appointed their com- 
missions, have had space reserved1, in the 
buildings at Paris and begun the prepara- 
tion of their exhibits. But the United 
States is usually last or. these occasions 
aud attends to such things in a hurry. 


At the last Paris exposition this govern- 


ment did not get in un application until 
nearly all the space was awarded, and 
therefore our exhibits were scattered all 
over the grounds, in Miemost inconvenient 
and inaccessible places. The European 
governments spend yeurs in preparation in 
order to have their exhibits complete and 
symmetrical, and, realizing tho importance 
of such expositions to their commccrial 
dcd industrial interests, they grant liberal 
appropriations and appoint their ablest 
men, in order that the arts, industries and 
commerce of their people may be illustrat- 
ed in the best manner possible. 


The United States has never had an op- 


portunity to show what we can do at a for- 
eign exposition. The commissioner gen- 
eral has never had time to make adequate 
preparations. 
He has always been so lim- 


ited in funds that he oould not do the 
country justice. There are yet three years 
before the opening of the exposition, and if 
an appropriation i.i mudeand commission- 
ers arc appointed at ODCC after the inaug- 
uration of Major McKinley it will be pos- 
flhle to do better at Paris ID 1800 than in 
1889.—William E. Curtis in Chicago Rec- 
ord.

Far Store Thau Is Credited to Them. 
Reference to Wendell Phillips' lecture 
on "The tout Arts." 


A learned Indian prince, Thakore Sahib 


ot Gondal, is the author of a history of 
Aj^an Jicflical sconce issued from the 
i^d'/d press. This book advances fiomo 
remarkable claims on behalf of Hindoo 
science ixud civilization.

Prince Xbakore asserts that the grandest 


discoveries of western medical gonius, such 
us vaccination, anesthesia and antiseptic 
surgery, were all practiced among the Hin- 
doos manjr centuries ago. He declares tlUit 
in the "AyurVeda," or "Scler.ccof Lift," 
which is the raosr, ancient of all Brahmin 
books on medicine, nuarly nil the best 
modern methods of medical diagnosis as 
well as of practical surgery are fully sot 
forth. The circulation of the blood, which 
•we sav wag discovered by Harvey, is said 
to bo fully fict forth in this ancient volume 
of the Hindoo scriptures. Prince Thakore 
also cites historical cvitlonce to show That 
cranial nnd abdominal surgical operations 
of the most difficult kind, such ns we hayo 
supposed wore never performed until with- 
in tho last 00 years, were done 1,000 years 
ago in the land of Buddha.

GROWING MUSHROOMS. 


Motnodn practiced by Pennsylvania Pro- 


ducers of Thin Esculent. 


Growing mushrooma ia a simpler 


thing than many finpposo. Mushrooms. 
in point of fact, con bo raised in a va- 
riety of situations besides under the 
greenhouse benches. Any person with a 
cullar, stnblo, outhonso or pit whei-e an 
even temperature oC 05 to 65 degrees can 
bo maintained can prow them. At least 
this is tho statement of a Pennsylvania 
grower who subiuitcod his methods to 
a state club not loug ago. The Philadel- 
phia Ledger reported on uis address as 
follows: 


The usual method is to mako a hot- 


bed a foot or more. in depth of fresh ma- 
nnro from iha horse stable and plant 
tho mushroom Epa'<vn in this medium; 
then cover the bed with about; two 
jnolies o£ good garden soil. In from five 
to six weeks the mushrooms will com- 
mence tc appear, and the bed •will, keep 
on bearing for months. Caie must ba 
taken that tho manure is fresh and that 
it is prepared by two or threo turnings, 
at intervals o£ 48 hours, to bring it 
down to the proper temperature previous 
to making it iuto the bed. After the bed 
is formed to the proper depth it is beaten 
down firmly and left alone for a day or 
BO. The temperature will commence to 
rise at first, but will not remain long 
above 100 degrees. As soon as it falls 
again to 90 degrees or below tho bed 
should be spawned. 


Tbo mushroom spawn is sold in bricks 


or cakes, and these have to be broken 
iuto piecea tho sizo of a walnac and in- 
serted in che manure just under the sur- 
face at intervals of about nine inches, 
and then the bed is pressed down ami 
smoothed over. The covering of soil is put 
on about eight or ten days after spawn- 
ing. All tho growers consider this in- 
terval important. If the bed were cover- 
ed immediately, it would cause tho ma- 
nure to beat again to above 90 degrees 
and till the spawn, but after the eighth 
or tenth day there is no danger. 


A bed may be made of any size, large 


or small, as the mushrooms will grow 
equally wall in either. Tbe beds may 
bo made on the floor and flat or ridged, 
against tho wail, about three feet wide 
und of any desired length. The mush- 
room thrives best in an even, moist tem- 
perature of 57 degrees, and where this 
cau be maintained there will be no diffi- 
culty in raising plenty of mushrooms. 
They can bo grown from October to 
May indoors and outdoors in ridges 
protected by boards during April, Kay, 
June, September, October and Novem- 
ber. An out of doors pit or cellar would 
be an excellent place to crow this crop, 
bet it would require artificial beat dur- 
ing the winter months, except during 
mild weather. 
Tbe pipes would go in 


the firs: thing, of course — say four inch 
hot water pipes around tho pit. Make a 
flooring above the pipes about four 
inches clear and build the bed on this 
in tho usual way. Tbe best guidebooks 
03 this subject are "Mushrooms; How 
to Grow Them," by William Falconer, 
and ".Mushroom Culture," by William 
KobiDiou, the latter being an English, 
work. 
Tho former was written for tho 


climatic conditions of the United States. 


For Hor»es. 


It is a common practice for livery- 


meii to use sawdust as bedding for 
horses where that is abundant and straw 
is bard to get. But if you raise grain 
•.ve should advise yon to save what is 
needed for bedding, DO matter though 
the sawdust be offered free. Sawdust 
with manure makes it very hard to rot, 
much more to than is straw, though 
both, beiug carbon, have scarcely any 
mauurial value. Market gardeners ob- 
ject to having sawdust in manure piles, 
though they always compost their ma- 
nure before using. It is better to use 
either bedding as economically as possi- 
ble, and without doubt long straw bod- 
ding oau be used with less waste than 
can sawdust, partly because it is less 
absorptive. Thoexcremont, either liquid 
or solid, passes through the straw with- 
out doing more thuu discolor it. So by 
shaking one aud drying the straw can 
be used repeatedly until it has rotted 
and broken up. The liquid manure is 
best saved, not by absorbent bedding, 
but by a layer of three or four inches of 
wood loam underueath the horse or 
cow. This also is much better for horses' 
feec-thnn standing on hard floors, either 
of wood or concrete. A little chopped 
straw lying ou this earth will prevent 
the animal from being soiled with it. 
The earth flooring should be cleaned Out 
once a week and replaced with new. 
With the excrement it has absorbed it 
•will then bequiterich, bntif tho loam is 
scarce it may be dried aud used repeat- 
edly until it has absorbed all it is capa- 
ble of holding. — American Cultivator.

applications upon the surface of ground

is equal to its fertilizing power. Har- 
rowing nnd dragging fine it and Jeavo 
it as a muloh on tho surface, and it 
helps to insure o stand of plants. Most 
soils have sufficient fertility to make a 
big yield of wheat if a good fall growth 
of plautE can bo gotten. 
Thin soils 


usually foil because they cannot force & 
strong growth before wiuter. A light 
coat o£ manure ou tha surface starts tho 
wheat arid lessens the danger of heav- 
ing by frost. The idea thac stable ma- 
nure should bfl plowed under for wheat 
is abandoned by most farmers. The 
common mistake now is to use too much 
of the email supply of manure on small 
fields uear the burn for spring crops, 
when larger, though more remote, re- 
turns would bo gosren by top dressing 
all thin laud thut is seeded to wheat 
•ud grass.—Oor. Farm and Fireside.
